Bir William Vernon Harcourt Will Con- 
duct the Party’s Affairs. 


PARIS EXCITED OVER THE SUPPRESSION 
OF SARDOU’S PLAY, “THERMIDOR,” 


The Elections in Spain—Universal Suf- 
frage in Belgium—Politics in Canada— 
“The Papal Succession—Excitement at 
the English Court— The Primate of 
Hungary—Foreign Affairs. 


LONDON, Jan. 28.—The current reports in 
regard to Mr. Gladstone’s intended resigna- 
tion are associated in the public mind with 
the negotiations for the settlement ofthe 
Irish difficulties. It is intimated that, as Par- 
nell is evidently not going to obliterate him- 
self, Mr. Gladstone, who has virtually de- 
manded Parnell’s withdrawal, now proposes 
to get outof the dilemma by himself with- 
drawing and leaving the conduct of affairs to 
Sir William Harcourt, who has not committed 
himself seriously on the Parnell question. 
Gladstone, whatever his intention as tothe 
leadership, will not retire for the present, at 
least from the House of Commons. He will 
take an active partin debate, and proposes 
to vigorously advocate the bill repealing 
Catholic religious disabilities. 

| THE IRISH LEADERSHIP. 

LONDON, Jan. 28,—A dispatch from Man- 
chester says: The Parnellite leadership 
committee yesterday presented to Mr. Mc- 
Carthy an address in which, while expressing 
admiration for him personally, they strongly 
protested against his assuming the leader- 
ship and thus dividingthe Irish party. Mr. 
McCarthy, in a respectful reply, reminded 
the committee that the majority of the party 
supported him and urged him to accept 
the leadership. Nobody ‘more than 
himselfdeplored the unfortunate dissension 
in the party. He fully believed that his 
hearers were actuated by pariotism among 
them. That being so, he had no doubt that 
the difficulties would diminish and that the 
party will again become united. In the mean- 
time, he hopedthat each section would re- 
main independent of all external influence. 
He was confident, he added, that the contro- 
versy would eventually result in their se- 
curing all they had striven for in the past 
generation. 

INCURRED THE QUEEN’S DISPLEASURE. 

LONDON. Jan. 28.—Itis.said that Queen Vic- 
toria has set the seal of her displeasure on he 
Hon. Aubrey Fitzclarence, Her Majesty’s 
- third cousin, who receives £80 pounds a year 
as one ofthe gentlemen ushers of the court. 
The young man isthe great grandson of King 
William IV.,and on account of his relation- 
ship he has been allowed a@ good many privi- 
leges. Jt is said that he has gone so far as to 
make love to the Princess Maud of Wales, not 
altogether tothe dissatisfaction of the young 
lady, but much to the annoyance of the 
Queen and the Prince, who are said to have 
another arrangement in view. Maud has been 
relegated to her lessons,. and Aubrey, it is 
stated, has been told that if he wants his £80 
to continue he must remember *the distinc- 
tion between legitimate and illegitimate royal 
pedigree. The stipendis quiet important to 
young Fitzclarence, who would otherwise 
have to do something useful for a living. 

GEN. BOOTH’S TOUR. 

LONDON, Jan. 28.—Gen. Booth proposes, 
about July, to visit Cape Colony and India to 
inspect personally the condition of the Salva- 
tion army in those regions. He will be ab- 
sent about nine months. 

CHAMBERLAIN AT BIRMINGHAM. 

LONDON, Jan. 28.—Ata Unionist meeting in 
Birmingham last night Mr. Joseph Chamber- 
lain said home rule was as dead as Queen 
Anne; that Gladstone must either aban- 
don it altogether, or accept all of 
Parnell’s demands. Home Secretary Mat- 
thews dwelt on the necessity of maintaining 
the Unionist alliance, as the Irish party would 
patch up their quarrel some way. 


The Papal Succession. 

ROME, Jan. 28.—The approaching, conclave 
of cardinals for the purpose of naming a suc- 
cessor to Pope Leo XIII. is the study of the 
Italian Government and the Vatican has been 
advised that the Government is busying 
itself with preparatory matters in order to 
prevent the election of a pope unfavorable to 
the official Government and favorable to 
France. The German and Italian press have 
indicated the opposition to the favorite 
Cardinals of France. There is more move- 
ment among those who wish to wield 
an influence in the conclave outside 
of the Vatican than among the members of 
the Vatican itself, as there all is serene ana 
quiet. Pope Leo enjoys good health, which is 
one reason for this serenity of manner or in- 
difference shown for the approaching con- 
clave, and it is now also understood that the 
sacred college is not free from the interfer- 
ence of high courts or cabinets. A prominent 
Cardinal, speaking of the situation, says: 
‘*The veto of the monarchs to the name of 
any candidate has no longer any influence. 
The United States hasdone much to spread 
the Democratic doctrine in Europe and has 
had great influence in the transformation of 
Catholicism in Europe. Nor can the Cardinals 
be terrorized by the allied Govern- 
ment into doing their dictates. Perfect liber- 
ty will hereafter be enjoyed at all conclaves. 
The next conclave will be held in Venice or 
far from Rome, as the governments indicate 
that they will repeat their tactics of 1878 after 
the death of Pius IX. and attempt to mix in 
the deliberations of the high international 
Catholic Senate. There are plenty of candi- 
dates,but so far as learned there are no groups 
or sets, banded fora singleman. At present 
itis impossible to foresee who will be the 
next Pope. There is no acknowledged candi- 
date or candidates or groups which show 
any preference. 

THE CANDIDATES. 


**As to the election by the next conclave in 
Italy, the following Cardinals are named: 
Oardinal Rattaglini and Cardinal Capecel- 
atro, at Rome: Cardinal Rampolla and Car- 
dinal Monaco. Abroad are mentioned Man- 
ning, Gibbons and Layigerie. Manning and 
Gibbons have especially gained in ecclesias- 
tical opinion during these latter times. The 
_enlightened Catholic community considers 
the general acceptance of these two Princes 
of the church as the most adapted to the 
needs and to the conditions of these so com- 
plicated and so variable times.’’ 

Under extraordinary conditions, if the con- 
clave was held abroad, and it should meet in 
the midst of a European complication, it is to 
be presumed that the Cardinals would choose 
@ neutral foreign Pope, neither Roman, Aus- 
trian nor Italian. They would take a Bel- 

Cardinal or an American, an En- 
giishman or a Spaniard; in a word, 
acardinal bornina country that does not 
inspire international jqglousy. For exam- 
ple, Manning, Gibbons or Goossena de 
Malinci. The hypothesis of a foreign Pope, 
it must be admitted, presents itself more and 
more.

' CAPT. CASATI’S BOOK. 

ROME, Jan. 28.—Capt. Casati’s work on 
Africa is shortly to appear in an English edi- 
tion. The Captain goes largely into the sub- 
ject of African products and what solls are 
best suited for cotton, sugar, etc., and it is 
believed his book will create a boom in 
African commerce and colonization. 


. “Thermidor’’ Suppressed. 


PARIS, Jan. 28.—‘‘Thermidor,’’ M. Victorien 
Sardou’s new play, was prohibited from ex- 
hibition at the Theater Francaise last night 
by the Government. There was an immense 
audience present when the»: fact was an- 
nounced, and they called again and again for 
the production of ‘‘Thermidor.’’ Much iil- 
feeling has been caused by the suppression. 

MEETING OF THE ACTORS. 

The societaires of the company of the The- 
ater Francaise met late last night to consider 
the situation growing out of the popular ex- 
citement over ‘‘Thermidor.’’ M. Coquelin 
spoke of leaving the theater, while Bartel 
was in despair because he cannot appear in 
‘*Thermidor’’ at any other theater unless he: 
resigns his membership in the Theater Fran- 
caise company. The opinion was expressed, 
that the production of the play at an unsub- 
sidized theater would not provoke opposition 
on the part of the people, but it was doubted 
whether it could be made to pay. At Arcis- 
sur-Aube, the birthplace of Danton,a party of 
Reactionists, on hearing of the reception ac- 
corded to ‘‘Thermidor,’’ overturned the 
statue of the great revolutionist which stood 
in that.place. They did not,however, deface 
the statue, contenting themselves with affix- 
ing tothe pedestala placard bearing the in- 
scription, ‘‘Room to let.’’ M. OClareteith has 
received a letter fromthe students in which 
they emphatically and indignantly deny any 
responsibility for the ‘‘Thermidor’’ riots. 
Minister Constans had at first intended to 
protect ‘‘Thermidor,’’ but as the result ofa 
conference with the Ministers and the 
Prefect of Police it was finally determined to 
prohibit the performance. The Government 
is severely criticized for having given away 
to pressure from the Socialists. 

The Paris correspondent of the London 
Times telegraphing to his paper, speaks of 
the prohibition of ‘‘Thermidor’’ asa melan- 
choly and humiliating event, and as one 
which shows that the Government is merely 
the toolof Socialists and Radicals—a mask 
behind which anarmy of disorderis waiting 
its time to seize the power. He adds: ‘‘It is 
stated that the management of a Socialist 
paper distributed 200 tickets for Monday’s 
performance.’’ 

THE GERMAN EMBASSY BANQUET. 

PARIS, Jan. 28.—Count von Munster Leden- 
burg, the German Ambassador, presided last 
night at a banquet given at the German Em- 
bassy in honor of the birth of Emperor 
William. The Figaro this morn- 
ing, referring to this entertain- 
ment, says that Count von Munster in toast- 
ing the German Emperor, said: *‘We face 
now the prssent and the future. The present 
is auspicious and the future appears ina 
most favorable light. Germany has at 
her head a young, valiant monarch, 
desiring, for his people’s good, to 
preserve the peace of the world. When he 
ascended the throne it was feared that he had 
a warlike inclination. It is now proved that 
he strives to fulfill an eminently civilizing 
mission. No one knows better than the 
Emperor how indispensable peace is for this 
mission.’’ ° 


Politics in Canada. 


TORONTO, Ontario, Jan. 28.—At a private 
banquet given to Sir John A. Macdonald last 
night by his followersin this city, the Pre- 
mier delivered a short speech in response to 
the toast of his health. Inthe course of his 
remarks he announced that his Government 
would continue to stand by the policy of pro- 
tection, He referred to the fact that every 
measure of reciprocal trade that had been 
obtained by Canada from the United States 
had been got by the Conservatives and by 
Governments of which he was a member, and 
declared that he believed that there was room 
for extending our trade ona fair basis, and 
that there were things in which _we could en- 
large its bounds withoutinany way infring- 
ing on the national policy. 

SIR CHARLES TUPPER’S RETURN, 

There is much speculation as to the mean- 
ing of the return to Canada at the present 
time, of Sir Charles Tupper, Canadian High 
Commissioner tO England. The Ottawa cor- 
respondent of the Empire, the Government 
organ here, says it is understood that the ob- 
ject of his visit is to consult with the Domin- 
ion Governmentin reference to the export 
live-cattle trade and the Plimsoll agitation. 
The Ottawa correspondent of the Mail says he 
understands that Sir Charles will be the 
bearer of the opinions of Lord 
Salisbury on many questions which 
are interesting alike to Great Britain, 
Canada and the United States, and that he 
will probably take an active part in any ne- 
gotiation that may take place at Washington 
on reciprocity and kindred subjects. It is 
the general opinion, however, that Sir 
Charles has been called home to assist the 
Government at the coming general elections. 
A cable dispatch from London says the sud- 
denness of Sir Charles’ departure has 
aroused much conjecture there and adds that 
ali Sir Charles himself will say is, ‘‘lL am 
going to Ottawa at the request of the Domin- 
ion Government to discuss several important 
questions.’’ 


Universal Suffrage in Belgium. 


BRUSSELS, Jan. 28.—King Leopold is pre- 
paring, it is said, to take advanced ground on 
the suffrage question now agitating Belgium. 
If a majority cannot be secured fora revision 
ofthe constitution, which means universal 
suffrage, the King will dissolve the chambers 
and make an appeal to the people. It is be- 
lieved that a dissolution cannot well be 
avoided, as the line does not seem to be 
drawn clearly one way orthe other between 
the parties. 


The Elections in Spain. 


MADRID, Jan. 28.—Great excitement exists 
in thiscity over the approaching elections, 
and in Barcelona a public meeting in behalf 
of the Conservatives almost resulted ina 
ariot,the working people being either So- 
cialists or Liberals. The Government is ex-. 
erting every influence to secure a Conserva- 
tive victory, but it is difficult to foresee the 
result as universal suffrage is for the first 
time in operation at general elections. 


The Primate of Hungary. 


VIENNA, Jan. 2%.—The Emperor is 
reported to be in communication with 
Bishop Sstauch of Gross Varden, in 
regard”*to accepting the place of Prince 
Primate of Hungary, made vacant by 
the death of Cardinal Sisor. The Emperor is 
deeply grateful to Bishop Stauch for spiritual 
consultation at the time of Rudolph’s suicide, 
when the prelate stood at the head of the 
court inthe church aloof on account of the 
character of the act. 


Foreign News in Brief. 


The correspondent at Paris of the London 
Times asserts that the King of Portugal will 
sign the Mozambique charter, ‘which stipu- 
lates that English capital shall not be ad-

STRONG MEN WEPT. 


THE HEARTRENDING SCENES AT THE MAM- 
MOTH, PA., MINE DISASTER. 


One Hundred and Seven Bodies Reeov- 
ered by the Rescuing Party. 
. 


SEVENTEEN MORE STILLIN THE RUINS 
OF THE ILL-FATED SHAFT. 


The Cause of or How the Explosion Oc- 
curred Still a Mvstery—Fire Boss 
Smith’s Faithful Discharge of His 
Duties—A Mother’s Poignant Grief— 
Arrangements for the Burial of the 
Dead—Full Details. 


MAMMOTH, Pa., Jan. 27.—Fuller details of 
the Frick mine disaster here, an account of 
which was telegraphed to the Post-DISPATCH 
yesterday, are obtainable to-day. The loss 
of life is greater than first reported 
and it is now believed that 124 
men were killed in’ the explosion. 

The mine is on fire and itis feared nothing 
can be done to save the remains of the dead 
men. As stated in previous dispatches 
Mammoth No. 1 is the shaft of one of the two 
mines of the H. C. Frick Coke Co. The shaft 
to the workings is 107 feet deep. No.2 con- 
nects with it under ground. 

From their beginning these two mines were 
noted for the absence of fire damp and the 
ordinary mine lamps were used by the men. 
At an early hour Fire Boss William Smith 
made his customary inspection and upon his 
return to the mouth of the shaft reported all 
well, 

GOING TO DEATH. 

One hundred and ten men went down to 
their work with their customary careless- 
ness. Afew minutes after 9 o’clocka dull, 
low rumbling was heard, and an instant 


spector Jenkins of the Second district on Jan. 
, 16, 1891. His report says: 

General condition of mine good, with 5,508 cubic 
feet air inlet. 

Interviews were had this morning with 
former owners of the Mammoth Mines, and 
Others whose business interests and duties 
require them to keep posted on the condition 
of every mine in the Gonnellsville coke region. 
Their statements agree in that there is abso- 
lutely no way to account for the accident. At 
no time has there ever been a suspicion of gas 
in the Mammoth Mine, and at this plant, as 
well as all others owned by the Frick Co., no 
expense has been spared to make their mines 
as safe as experience and science can make 
them. | 

PITY THE SUFFERING HEARTS. 

This horror has cast a gloom over the en- 
tire coke region, and this morning the little 
village of Mammoth is crowded with the 
sympathetic and curious from the surround- 
ing country. Ali of last night and yet this 
morning the workmen made their appear- 


mouth, bearing between them the mutilated 
remains of one or more ofthe victims. A 
building about forty yards distant was 
used as a morgue, Here the dead were 
washed and dressed, and a card bearing 
anumber tied to the clothing. They were 
then laid in rows ona table to await identifi- 
cation. By 10 0’clock the table was fully oc- 
cupied, the floors of an adjoining house were 
occupied, and the floor of a barn was cleared 
for the reception of the victims yet to be 
brought fromthe mine. At 1:30 o’clock an 
alarm was sounded and every person inthe 
village rushed to the shaft. The excitement 
was intense over the report that the mine 
was again on fire andthat the rescuing party 
had also perished. The men in the shaft also 
heard the alarm and dropping the bodies they 
were carrying, rushed tothe cage and were 
hoisted tothe surface, When it was discov- 
ered thatthe danger was past, the men he- 
roically returned to the work of getting the 
remains of their comrades Out of the pit. 
A HORRIBLE TASK. 

The work of cleaning the bodies and pre- 
paring them for idemtification was a horrible 
task. On one board. jay the body of a boy 
scarcely over 16 years old, while alongside 
lay a full-grown man, both horribly burned 
about the body, head and face. Some had the 
top of their heads wn off, others the face 
so disfigured that it was impossible 
to tell who they were, One man 
was indentified by having a portion 


later a blast of smoke and dust shot up 
from the mouth of the shafta hundred feet 


of his foot shot off while serving in the 
rebelarmy. Aman, apparently 18 years old,

into the air. The force of the explosion was 
felt clear through no.2. The mencame out 
of the shaft more or less shaken and rushed, 
for No. 1 shaft. A gang went down’ 
but was driven back by the fire damp, for 
such it was. The ventilator fans were set to 
work to clear the mine. Every wagon in the 
mine was torn to flinders, dead bodies were 
scattered everywhere, mangled and bruised 
almost beyond recognition. Sixty bodies 
were taken out up to midnight. About that 
time fire was discovered and work had to be 
suspended. 
DEAD BODIES RECOVERED. 

One hundred and seven bodies had been 
taken from the ill-fated No. lof Frick & Co. 
at Mammoth up to 10 o’clock this morning. It 
is estimated that the remains of at least sev- 
enteen more victims of yesterday’s explosion 
are stillin the pit, butitis thought that all 
will be out in a few hours. This catastrophe, 
while involving more than five times the 
loss of life occasioned by the Dunbar 
disaster, differsin many respects from the 
latter. At Dunbar the explosion set fire to 
the mine and the shaft for days and weeks 
was a roaring furnace, adding horrors to the 
great fatality. In yesterday’s occurrence 
this was not the case, and by the perfect 
working of the fan pure air was forced into 
the mine and the work of rescuing was per- 
mitted to begin at once. Fifty coffins ar- 
rived from Pittsburg this morning and fifty 
more will reach here to-night. An additional 
order for twenty-five more was sent this 
morning, The cause of the explosion has 
not yet been determined. The victims will 
be buried by the company. Many of the un- 
fortunates are Hungarians and will be sent 
to Scottdale for interment. 

THE CAUSE NOT KNOWN. 

An official of the Frick Co. said this morn- 
ing: ‘‘It may never be known how or why the 
explosion occurred, The accumulation of fire 
damp was probably the cause, but it was 
never known to exist in any quantity before; 
in fact, it may be said that the Mammoth 
mine has been free from damp. There is a 
theory that a pocket of natural gas was 
reached and that the operation of the ventil- 
ating fans now prevents any accumulation of 
it. The disaster has some remarkable feat- 
ures. It was as deadly, as sweeping and as 
complete as the sinking of a _ ship in 
mid-ocean. Its history is to be told 
by those who do not know it, for there is no 
tongue of all those who werein the open- 
ings of that part of the mine where the disas- 
ter occurred to describe the detafls. ‘‘It 
comes to you like some whirlwind, with blue 
tints ofa rainbow, and whenit bursts into 
flame it passes over you like a great log. God 
does not often let a man live totell what has 
happened tohim. Ifit catches you upright 
you are like a leafinatornado, andit rends 
the ribs of slate in the openings like the ribs 
of a straw rack.’’ Thatis what a miner, who 
has been in the coal mines thirty-five years, 
says of the ‘‘afterdamp,’’ the ‘‘black death’’ 
ofthe darkness and the silent echoing pas- 
sageways where men delve. 

Never in the history of American coal min- 
ing has there been such an extended ac- 
cident with such complete annihilation of all 
within its reach. The Mammoth mine has 
been notable as always being particularly 
free from gas. Fire Boss Smith,a man who 
who had worked in mines in Great Britain 
and this country for thirty years, made his 
usual careful inspection of all the rooms and 
headings atthe customary time—between 2 
and 3 o’clock inthe morning. His duty was 
to enter every place where men worked and 
to mark upon the wall of the room or heading 
the sign of his approval—the figures of the 
day of the month. 

FIRE BOSS SMITH’S REPORT. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Jan. 23.—Mr.H. O, Frick, 
owner of the Mammoth Mine No. 1, the scene 
of yesterday’s terrible explosion, has been in 
almost constant communication with his rep- 
resentatives at the pit since yesterday after- 
noon, Mr. Frick says this morning that he 
has private information tothe effect that up 
toanearly hour‘this morning 108 bodies had 
been removed from the shaft. Mr. Frick says 
that in all there were 160 men in the 
mine atthe timeof the accident, that nine 
escaped with their lives, some of them badly 
injured; the rest of the men were either 
killed outright or suffocated by the terrible 
afterdamp. Fire Boss Smith, body 
was so terribly mangled, had early yesterday 
morning filed the following report in the 
office of the company at the works:

This is to certify that we, the undersigned, have 
this day, Jan. 27, 1891, examined the working places 
in Mammoth and found them to be ina fit condition 


hada hole from the top of his head clear 
through to his chin. Some had all the bones 
on one side of their hodies broken when they 
evidently had been hurled by the force of the 
explosion against the side of the mine. .One 
had his leg drawn up and it was impossible to 
straighten it, and im fact the bodies were 
found in all positions and conditions. Those 
who were taken from the mine first were 
close to the , on what is termed the level, 
while those taken out later and 
from what is termed the nip, were horribly 
burned and mMaimed. Now and then friends 
would come forward and identify a body. 
when it would be quickly encased in a coffin 
and properly marked, 
**MY POOR BOY!’’ 

One woman came and gazedinto the faces 
of the bodies on the table,and finally stopped, 
and with a heart-rending wail, began shak- 
ing the face and body ofa fine-looking young 
man who was her husband. She patted his 
face and smoothed his hair, all the time talk- 
ing rapidly in her own language, and her 
tears streaming down on his face. 

It wasa weird scene, all the dead lying 
there, a crowd surrounding them, and all 
under the flickering light of an oll lamp. 
An old man came along and said: ‘‘That’s my 
boy! my poor boy! let me take him home to 
his mother,’’ and he helped to place him ten- 
derly ina coffin. 

Towards morning the work of removing the 
bodies became much more difficult on ac- 
count of escaping gas, and every few minutes 
the physicians would be called upon to pre- 
scribe for some of the mettin the mins who 
were overcome by the gas. Manager Lynch 
says that he will have all the bodies out by 
noon, 


Straw Bleach Explosion. 

Rock FAuL3s, Ill... Jan. 28.—A large straw 
bleach last night blew up killing, John Myers 
and severely injuring George Zimmer, John 
Fidasand Henry Page. Three other work- 
men supposed to be in the mill, Oliver Miller, 
Henry Pattis and Wm. Bell, are missing. The 
money loss is $10,000. 


The Sterling Disaster. 


STERLING, Ill., Jan, 28.—The, Rock Falls 
paper mills at this place were completely de- 
molished by an explosion yesterday evening. 
John Meyers and Alonzo Bell were taken from 
the ruins dead and half a dozen men are miss- 


ing.

C. F. FARNER CHARGED WITH ASSAULT. 


Restaurant Keeper William Cox Takes Out 
a Warrant Against Him. 

William Cox, the restaurant Keeper at 3425 
Olive street, this afternoon appeared in 
Justice Oarroll’s court and swore to 
information charging C. F. Farner, the 
stove man at Fourteenth and  Olark 
avenue, with assault and battery.

POORPEARL’SDEATH 


Miserable Ending of the Poor Girl’s 
Miserable Life, 


TWO SUICIDES INVESTIGATED BY THE 
CORONER TO-DAY. 


Four Hours of Torture and No Physician 
Called—Her Two Lovers Under Arrest 
—Sad Picture of Low Life in a Great 
City—H. J. Brown, a Commercial Trav- 
eler, Ends His Life To-Day. 


Pearl Wayne’s miserable existence came to 
a miserable end last night, and the poor girl 
now lies {n‘the Morgue, a subject for a Cor 
oner’s investigation, the man she lived with 
and a visitor, her latest lover, being held as 
prisoners by the police to await the result of 
the inquest. Shortly after 1 o’clock this 
morning Police Officers Gaffney and O’Brien 
were notified by one Tim Shea that Pearl had 
taken rough-on-rats at her room, in the 
rear of 919 North Ninth street, and 
upon arriving there they found her ina dying 
condition. She said that she was tired of her 
miserable existence and preferred .death to 
such a life. An ambulance was telephoned 
for and in a little while the unfortunate girl 
was being removedto the City Dispensary, 
but when the vehicle arrived there Pearl 
Wayne wasacorpse. The poison had been 
taken before 9 o’clock in thé evening in the 
presence of both of the men, Jack Cornell, 
with whom she had lived, and Tim Shea, a 
visitor, and as no doctor had been called and 
the police had not been notified until four 
hours after the deadly dose had been swal- 
lowed, both men were placed under arrest 
and locked up at the Third Distriet Station, 
where they were seen by a PoOst-DISPATCH 
reporter this forenoon. Tim said that he 
met the girl for the first time last Thurday 
evening and was at her home—if such a place 
can be called a home—all night. 

‘*LES MISERABLES.”’ 

Last night he called again about 8 o’clock, 
and had been there only a few minutes when 
her fellow, or ‘‘solid man’’ as she called 
him,came. According to the stories of both 
men they had never met before, but they met 
now on good terms,and in a few minutes Jack 
Cornell lay down on the bed—the only bedof 
the room, and this the only room of the 
‘‘home’’—and went to sleep, ‘fully conscious 
of the object of the stranger’s visit. A whole 
volume descriptive of low life ina large city 
is told in this one statement. Shea and Cornell 
are not more depraved than thousands 
of their fellow workmen. Toall appearances 
they are hard-working mechanics, one a gas- 
fitter and the other a tool sharpener, both of 
fair intelligence and education, and probably 
both associate with respectable people, 
ladies as well as gentlemen, and are invited 
to theirhomes. The little room occupied by 
Cornell and Wayne opens onto a parch, which 
isused in common by a dozen families, and 
the rooms of as many more families open 
into the same court, which is surrounded on 
all sides by three-story tenement 
houses. This is the home of more 
than a hundred people, fully half 
of them children. A life suchas that led by 
Pearl Wayne and Jack Oornell cannot but 
have a bad effect on the neighbors, no matter 
how religious or moral they are, or how strict 
they may be in their own families. 

THE LAST HOURS. 

Soon after Cornell’s arrival Pearl went out 
to a neighboring saloon fora drink, and re- 
turned with a bottle of whisky. Cornell had 
already enough and didn’t want any, while 
Shea claims that he is a temperance man and 
doesn’t drink. Pearldrankthe half pint of 
whisky alone, but first emptied Into the glass 
several spoonfuls of what she called 
her medicine for rheumatism, but 
which proved to have been rough-on- 
rats. After taking the mixture Pearl re- 
sumed her jovial disposition and joked with 
her new lover as if nothing unusual had hap- 
pened. Then she suddenly became very sick 
and went out on the porchand vomited. She 
was there for sometime and seemed to De in 
agony, and thiscontinued foran hour after 
she returned to the room, Cornell sleeping all 
the while on the bed. Shea says that he 
noticed the box that she had taken her medi- 
cine from on the bureau and that it was 
labeled ~- rough on rats. He asked 
her if she had taken rough on 
rats and she answered no, that she only 
used that box for her medicine. This allayed 
Shea’s suspicions, but when her vomiting 
became worse he waked up Cornell. 

WHY THEY DIDN’T GET A DOCTOR. 

They held a consultation on the case and 
decided that if the girl had really taken 
poison she had by this time thrown it all out 
and would soon be allright again. But she 
continued growing worse and finally, after 
midnight, they became alarmed and Cornell 
went fora doctor. Dr. Hermann wasn’t at 
home and a doctor on Morgan street, 
near Ninth street, wouldn’t or couldn’t 
come, Cornell says, and so he returned 
without a doctor. Pearl was crying for water 
to relieve her pain and they gave her cupful 
after cupful. Then she wanted laudanum, 
and as Cornell had often bought her laudanum 
to relieve her sufferings he started out again 
for it. He succeeded in getting the poison 
without a physician’s prescription, but in the 
meantime Shea had become more alarmed 
than ever and had called in the police so that 
the laudanum was not administered. 

SINGULAR COINCIDENCES. 

Shea and Cornell are about the same age, 
2 years, and were both born and raised at 
Peoria, Ill., and both lived there until about 
two years ago, when they came to St. Louis. 
Capt. Joyce infers from these coincidences that 
the men are old acquaintances and that they 
have done a little lying in telling their stories 
about the death of Pearl Wayne. The girl 
was about 19 years old and was married to a 
man named Henry Morgan, who is now 
steamboating on the Lower Mississippi. She 
wasa native of Springfield, Ill., but was 
raised inthe South. Her parents are dead, 
and her only relative here is a sister, Cora 
Clark, who hasa room on Ninth street and 
Lucas avenue. 

Both Shea and Cornell have been out of work 
for sometime, but Shea expected to go to 
work again to-morrow for Mueller, the . 
fitter on Cass avenue. He formerly w 


for ueller, but his last regular employ- 
ment as a tter with the Laclede 
light Co. He d off, he says,last month 


on account of dull times. Cornell worked a 
year for the St. Louis Type Foundry, and 
after that sharpened tools for Fitzgerald, a 
contractor at Jefferson City. 

Cornell says that he commenced living with 
Pearl four months ago and that got 
along very well together and never a 
quarrel. She was tired of living, however, 
and talked of commit suicide . several 
times. The rent was due and she visited 
Evans’ second-hand store on Seventh, negr 
Walnut street, yesterday afternoon to borrow 
some money on her furniture, and the suppo- 
sition is that she could not get as much money 
as she wanted and decided to put an end to 
her troubles with poison. ah:

died proves that he took his own 
life. Brown had been for months suffering 
with a complication of diseases of the heart, 
kidneys and liver, and at times had 
great pain. Dr. Y. H. Bond had been attend- 
ing him for some time and 
was mak great progress in 
checking the disease, though he could 
not relieve the sufferings of his patient at all 
times. Brown often expressed a desire 
to die and have an end put to 
his sufferings and he evéntually carried out 
his wish with a egrim determination. 
Monday evening he told his wife 
that he was suffering severely 
with pain in his intestines but would go out 
and walk tothe barber shop and see if he 
could gain any relief. He was 
gone apout an hour and when 
he returned seemed to be eased of pain and 
in more cheerful spirits. It now transpires 
that,. just previous to leaving his house, 
Monday evening he wrotea letter to Dr. 
Bond and on the pretext of going to 
the barber-shop went out to mail 
the letter he had just written and 
buy the morphine with which he 
had taken his i iife. Tuesday morn- 
ing Mrs. Brown found her husband 
dead in bed. She at once summoned Dr. 
Bond but he found on his arrival that he 
could of no service. He 
believed at the time, as also 
did Mrs. Brown, that Mr. Brown’s troubles 
had takena turn for the worse during the 
night, and that he had died suddenly, 
something which was expected. It was not 
until this morning that Dr. Bond received the 
following pathetic letter, which explains all: 

MY DEAR DoctTorR—I am not able to walk 
and am confined to the house again. All 
medicine seems to do me no good, and 
of late it seems impossible for me to go 
through another night of suffering. I 
shall take an overdose of morphine 
to-night. Can’t you use some of my diseases 
asthe cause of death instead of suicide? I 
hate to haveit published tothe world as a 
suicide. If I should go through another night 
I would bearaving maniac. Yours, 

H. J. BROWN. 

Dr. Bond notified the Coroner ofthe facts 
immediately and Deputy Coroner Meade was 
sent to the family residence, 3702 Ev- 
ans avenue, at once to hold an 
inguest. There Dr. Bond testified that Brown 
had been almost aninvalid for months and 
the pain and worry at times made him 
delirious. Mrs. Brown substantiated the 
doctor’s statements and told of the incident 
of Monday evening when Mr. Brown 
went out on a pretext of goingto the barber 
shop and bought morphine. A verdict was 
rendered in accordance with the facts. 

Mr. Brown leavesa wife and three small 
children.

PINE RIDGE AGENCY, S.D.,Jan, 28 (via Rush- 
ville, Neb).—News of the wrecking of the 
military special train reached here yesterday 
morning. The first reports were wild 
exaggerations of the true facts and caused 
much excitement here, it being reported that 
some fifty of the soldiers had been killed. 
Later dispatches gave the particulars and 
Placed the loss of life at the cor- 
rect figures which, however, failed 
to remove the gloom cast oyer the 
agency by the sad occurrence. The two 
soldiers who were killed had performed good 
service while here and were universal favor- 


_ ites. There is much anxiety as to the condi-

The condition of affairs here femains un- 
changed, The military officers in charge of 
the agency, aided by those commanding the 
troops, are continuing the quiet investiga- 
tion of the agency affairs and hringing 
to light many facts that explain the 
discontent of the Indians and justifying their 
complaints of ill treatment and _ short 
issue of provisions and clothes.

INDIANS DEVOURED BY WOLVES, 

WINNEPEG, Manitoba, Jan. 28.—Rev. J. 
Sette, a missionary among the Indian tribes 
around Lake Winnepeg and Manitoba, writes 
that camps of Indians hunting on the east 
side of Lake Winnipeg, not far from Blood 
Vein River, near Doghead, were visited by a 
band of wolyes, about a hundred in number. 
They attacked the camps and killed many 
Indians and devoured them. One Indian 
cudgeledand killed twenty wolves; another 
Indian climbed upa tree with his gun and 
shot down twenty. One got upona stage 
which was not very high and the wolves got 
him down and devoured him. There is a 
great panic among the Indians in that quar- 
ter. The Indians say that there are no deer, 
consequently the wolves are mad with hun- 


ger.

4 FINAL REPORT MADE TO THE COURT 
THIS MORNING, 


Seventy True Bills Returned, Eighteen 
Cases Ignored and Eleven Continued— 
Indictments in Six Cases of Murder in 
the First Degree. 


After being In session since the 5th inst. the 
members of the January Grand-jury went in- 
to the Criminal Court this morning, rendered 
afinal report, and asked to be discharged. 
The action has been delayed more than «& 
week on account of the sudden sickness of 
Juror Isaac Mason, who was compelled to 
absent himself from the Four Courts 
during the greater part of the 
entire time of the Grand-jury sesston. Seven- 
ty of the bills were returned, eighteen cases 
ignored and eleven were continued on ac- 
count of the absence of material witnesses. 
The jail was examined and found to bein 
good condition. 

SIX CASES OF MURDER. 

Indictments in no less than six cases of 
murder in the first degree were handed 
down. Wm, A. Brewer, alias Sheridan, was 
indicted for murder in the first degree in the 
killing of John Gorman. The deceased 
was Brewer's unele and was by the 
defendant shotto death on the evening of 
Nov. 19 0n Lombard street. The two men had 
quarreled in regard tothe manner in which 
their dinner was putup in their bucket to 
be taken to the shop. Brewer was 
caught in Illinois. He insists that the 
deceased was striking at him with an open 
knife at the time ofthe killing. Brewer is an 
ex-convict. 

Harry Duncan was indicted for the killing of 
Police Officer James Brady. The murder was 
committed on the night of Oct. 6, 
Duncan and other negroes were making a 
disturbance on the sidewalk in front of 
Starke’s saloon, Eleventh and.Christy av- 
enue. Officer Brady of the Third District 
endeavored to quiet the man, and was 
struck on the head by Duncan’s brother. 
The crowd then ran into Starke’s place, 
Brady and Officer Gaffney following. Inside 
the negroes drew revolvers, and fully a score 
of shots were fired by both 
sides. Officer Brady was shot through 
the heart by the negro Dunean, while 
Officer Gaffney’s skull was fractured by Dun- 
can’s brother laither. The killing created a 
terrible revulsion of feeling against the 
negroes who frequent the Christy ayenue 
dives, 

Albert Whitefield and Charles Wheeler were 
indicted for the killing of Grandison Jones. 
Wheeler is yet at large. 
of the watch on the 
Rouge at the foot of Clark ayv- 
enue. He incurred the displeasure of 
Whitefield while down the river and threat- 
ened revenge. On Oct. 18 he wenton board 
the boatand shot Jones through the heart. 
Wheeler was with him at the time, and 
abetted the murder. Allof the parties were 
colored, 

THE KILLING OF HENRY GRATTAN. 

George Schaefer was indicted for the mur- 
der of Henry J. Grattan. Schaefer shot Grat- 
tan on the evening of Sept. 21, putting a ball 
from a 22-caliber pistol into his heart. Grat- 
tan had referred to Schaefer as ‘‘Orazy 
George,’’ which incited the defendant tothe 
commission of the murder. Schaefer fs un- 
doubtedly insane, and will escape the gal- 
lows on that ground, 

Thos. Clements was indicted for the killing 
of Frank Mueller. The defendant-is a negro, 
while the deceased was a German, Mueller 
was on his way along Fourth street on the 
afternoon of Sept. 2 with a com- 
panion, Chas. Kalin. Mueller § acci- 
dentally brushed against Clements, who 
drew a knife and eommenced to _  siash. 
Mueller was fatally cut while Kalin was in the 
hospital for almost two months from the 
effects of the wounds he at that time re- 
ceived, Clements claims Mueller attempted 
to use a knife on him before he drew a 
wegpon. 

Robert Coulter was indicted for murderin 
the second degree. On Noy. 19, Coulter 
stabbed John Logan with a knife, giving him 
a wound from the effects of which Logan died 
three days later. 

Willis E. Hutchinson, B. W. MeGarrahan 
and James H. Sstevens were indicted for 
forgery in the second degree, John Ferris and 
Robert J. Fawcett were indicted for fraud.

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THE BEHRING SEA CASE, 


Mr. Carlise Files His Answer to Attorney- 
General Miller, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 28.—In the Say- 
ward case yesterday Mr. Carlisle, counsel for 
the petitioners, replying to the Attorney- 
General’s eontention that the Supreme Court 
has no power to issue a writ of prohibition to 
the Alaskan court, because itis not a district 
court of the United States, argued that when 
Congress created the judicial district of 
Alaska and established a district court there 
with powers similar to dfstrict courts of the 
U nited States, that the exercise of admiralty 
and maritime jurisdiction conferred 
upon that court was to be upon 
the same and within the same 
limits as already exercised by all other Dis- 
trict Courts, and Congress intended to place 
this Alaskan court, in respect to Admiralty 
jurisdiction, precisely on the footing of the 
other courts, and to subject its judgments in 
the same manner to the revision of the 8u- 
preme Court. Otherwise the Alaskan Court 
would be a Supreme Court, with greater 
powers in Admiralty cases than any District 
Court of the United States. Replying to the 
Attorney -General’s argument that the matter 
of the extent of the dominion of the United 
States in Behring Sea isa political question, 
Mr. Carlisle insisted that the question was 
not whether the judiciary will assume to 
over-rule the Executive and Congress ina 
position which they have taken against Great 
Britain, but whether the judiciary can avoid 
construing,in a case involving private rights, 
acts of Congress and a treaty, which are all 
parts of the supreme laws of the land and 
which leave to its construction the true 
meaing of the words: ‘‘Dominion of the 
United States in Behring Sea.’’ With the 
broader international question the court was 
not asked to concern itself; even that, he 
added, was a matter not between the United 
States and Great Britain, but between the 
United States and the civilized world, before 
which the Congress of the United States had 
distinetly refused to assert, by the mere force 
ofa municipallaw, any extent of dominion 
not recognized by the law of nations.

bill are outspoken in their denunciations of 
Ingalls, Cameron and other Senators who 
were either absent when the vote affecting 
the measure was taken the other day or who 
voted with the Democrats.

OTHER ROADS MEET THE REDUCTION OF 
THE JACKSONVILLE SOUTHEASTERN. 


ied ——— 


That Road the Only East Side Line Bill- 
ing Freight Through to St. Louis, 
However—They Intend to Make a Cut 
to Through Points. . 


The cutin freight rates made Monday by 
the Jacksonville Southeastern Line to all 
points on their road, affects more or less 
every railroad on the east side of the river 
except the Mobile & Ohio, Cairo Short Tine 
and Cairo & 8t. Louis. The Wabash, Chicago 
& Alton, Big Four, Clover Leaf.and Air 
Line, are the lines most affected 
by the cut, however, and they 
will all meet it. Two of these roads—the 
Chicago & Altonand Wabash—met the rate 
yesterday, while the balance decided on the 
cut to-day. The St. Louis, Alton & &pring- 
field road will also meet it, but that line 
uses the Big Four tracks as far as 
Alton. There is another feature of the Jack- 
sonville-Southeastern cut, however, which 
the other roads have not met, and that is the 
through billing of frieght to St. Louis instead 
of East St. Louis. All other lines on the East 
ride of the river merely bill freight to East 
St. Louis and the consignee is bothered about 
getting it tothis side ofthe river. By ship- 
ping it right through to St.Louis the Jackson- 
ville Southeastern line relieve their patrons 
of much trouble. The system means the 
abolishment of the bridge arbitrary which 
amounts to’ 5 cents per 100 In freight 
of the first, second, third and 
fourth classes and 2 cents per 
100 on freight of the fifth and sixth classes. 
The Jacksonville Southeastern carries its 
freight over the Merchants’ Bridge and is 
so far the only i iine which uses 
that bridge exclusively for its freight 
business. The line commenced using the 
bridge on Dec. 21, and as soon as the 
Merchants’ Terminal Line is completed 
to the Union Depot. the Jacksonville 
Southeastern will also haul its passengers 
overthe new bridge. Until then they will 
have tocontinue to use the old bridge for 
passenger traffic, 

POSITION OF THE MERCHANTS’ BRIDGE CoO. 

Maj, Rainwater of the Merchants’ Bridge & 
Terminal Co., in speaking of the matter to- 
day, said: ‘‘Our bridge has nothing what- 
ever todo with the cut. That is made by the 
Jacksonville Southeastern road on its own 
accounts, Otherroads have the same privyi- 
lege as it has to use the bridge. We make 
an open tariff’ and any line can avail 
itself oaf it if it soa desires. We 
wanted to give the merchants and shippers of 
St. Louis a bridge by means of which they 
could have their goods billed direct to 
St. Louls and not be compelled to 
bill them to Evst St. Louls, as though 
there was nosuch place as 8t. Louis onthe 
map. This we have already accomplished 
and hereafter you will see freight 
shipped direct to this city, We 
are not making any fight on. the 
old bridge and the present cut is inaugurated, 
as I have said, by the Jacksonyille South- 
ea stern line in its own responsibility. While 
that is the only road which at 
present uses our bridge exclusively for hayl- 
ing of freight other lines do sq when ordered 
by shippers to senditour way. We now haul 
about sixty carsaday over our bridge ex- 
clusiye of switching cars and when we 
work up toa business of 350 or 400 a day the 
bridge will be self-sustaining and pay interest 
on all its bonds, etc., from its earnings. 
Last year the other bridge averaged 
1,400 carsaday. As yet weare not fully pre- 
pared for business, butare getting in shape 
as rapidly as possible and can already 
handle all that is offering. We shall 
soon be ready, however, to handle all the 
business that can possibly be given us, and it 
will not be long before we have con- 
nection with the Union Depot, so 
that we can haul the passenger 
trains for the roads as well as their treight 
trains. By sending their freight over 
our bridge merchants save two or 
three days’ time, as we bring the 
trains over direct, and they can get it imme- 
diately at the freight house, while on 
other side the facilities are 
cramped, and when shipped by the 
other bridge it is some time before 
freight getsthere. Besides the factories in 
the north end of the city will naturall y want 
to use our bridge, because we can reach them 
more conveniently than can the Bridge & 
Terminal Co.’’ 

MEANING OF THE CUT, 

Commercial Agent Bushnell of the Jackson- 
yille Southeastern line was asked the mean- 
ing of the cut which had been made

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THIS STATE TO RE A RIPENING GROUND 
FOR THE SOUTHWEST. 


Important Contracts Entered Into by 
Colorado and New Mexico Ranchmen— 
Advantages of Misdouri as a Ripening 
Ground—The New Departure. 


The prospect that Western Missouri will be- 
come the great cattle fattening section of the 
West are now most excellent, owing tothe 
steps taken by a humber of range’owners in 
Colorado, Nebraska and New Mexico. 
Last night Charles Staples of Trin- 
idad, N. M., arrived in this city 
after having spent several weeks in Central 
and Southwestern Missouri, where he has 
been investigating the situation on behalf of 
an association of cattle raisers who are about 
to engage exclusively in the shipment of beef 
to Europe. 

‘‘Our plan is,’’ said Mr. Staples, ‘‘to 
use the ranges as breeding grounds, 
and ripen our stock in Missouri. 
We have looked carefully over 
‘alithe available territory and find none so 
suited to our purposes as Some parts of this 


State. 
ADVANTAGES OF MISSOURI. 

‘*For cattle bred on the Northern plains Iowa 
isa good ripening ground, but the winters are 
liable to be too severe for Southern bred 
stock. Our Colorado and New Mexico cattle 
mature rapidly as far as frame and 
matronizing power is concerned, but 
our grasses do no not seem to have a fatten- 
ing effect, and our stock does not lay on 
fiesh as it should. The Northern grasses have 
more meat-making power, but the cold 
winters prevent rapid growth of young cattle, 
and there isa heavy loss every year among 
the calves. For a long time our practice 
has been to sell our yearlings 
and 2-year-olds to Wyoming and Dakota 
ranchmen, who fattened them on their 
rangesandthen soldthem. Many of these 
men never bred any cattle at all, relying on 
us to furnish their stock. There are 
several reasons why this method of 
doing business is no longer desirable. 
The trail has been closed, and we can 
no longer drive, but are obliged to ship, and 
the expense of this reduces the profitsto al- 
most nothing. Thenthe Northern ranches 
are reducing their stocks and donot wish to 
buy extensively from us. But the principal 
cause for the change of base is that we can do 
much better for ourselves by sending our cat- 
tle to be ripened in Missouri. 

CORN AND GRASS FEEDING. 

**In the first place it ison the way tothe 
* place of shipments, and freights are lower, 
because we practically ship direct, with a 
stoppage for ripening purposes in transit. 
Then six months on corn are better than two 
years on the best buffalo grass that ever 
grew. The winters are not severe, and our 
Southern bred cattle do not suffer as they do 
in the blizzard region. By sending them in 
the summer or fall to Missouri, and then 
shipping them inthe following summer, we 
can put more weight on them than is 
possible by two years’ grazing in the 
North, while we avoiiithe dangers of severe 
winters. The farmers are beginning to see 
that they can ripen our cattle more profita- 
bly thanthey canraise their own. Untila 
steeris 2years old it makes little difference 
what itis fedon so long as it has plenty 
of food of some kind. The _ differenca 
between a grass fed and a corn fed yearling is 
surprisingly small, and is not infrequently in 
favor of the grass fed animal raised in a warm 
climate, and with free range, as the frame, 
and therefore the meat-carrying power is 
likely to be more fully developed. It is only 
after this that corn-feeding begins to have its 
full effect, and then it puts on flesh very fast. 

FATTENING BEEVES. 

**It isa mere waste to feed cornto young 
cattle, and this fodder could be far more 
profitably employed in putting meat on 
rangebred stock. We have entered into con- 
tracts which will enable us to put at least 110,- 
000 head on Missouri farms this year ,room be- 
ing obtained for them bythe farmers selling 
off their breeders and old stock. It was diffi- 
cult at first to induce the farmersto join in 
with us, but the results already accomplished 
with cattle sent to this State from the Indian 
Territory opened their eyes, and we are now 
in a position to state that Mis- 
§ will be the great fattening ground 
for Colorado and New Mexico cattle. It 
should be remembered that every pound 
added after a certain point is so.much clear 
beef, the skeleton and refuse not increas- 
ing, but being about the same 
for fat and lean stock. What 
we have done fs only a__ start- 
er, as the traffic will be 
certain toincrease yearly. A great deal of 
land along the Ozarks, which is now consid- 
ered of little value, is admirably adapted to 
cattle that are strong enough to stand the oc- 
casional storms, although it is not a good 
breeding ground. The result of the new de- 
parture will be not only to immensely in- 


crease the beef output of Missouri, but it wit], 


aiso make St. Louis a great cattle market. adi

BAILEY’S PANACEA. 


Abolish Money and Then Will Come the 
Millennium, 


The Discussion Olub had a meeting last 
night in the rooms of the St. Louis Bar Asso- 
ciation, inthe Bank of Commerce Building, 
the address of the evening being delivered by 
Mr. John J. Bailey, actuary of the Mercantile 
Library. Money, said Mr. Bailey, is 
the prolific source ofall the evils that afflict 
society. The inequality of rich and poor; the 
selfishness and tyranny of the great; the ac- 
cumulation of immense fortunes that begin to 
threaten our liberties asa people, and the 
want and suffering among the lower classes 
that increase steadily even while the 
nation increases in wealth, and 
while abundance more and more 
prevails; the frauds, falsehoods and 
adulterations of commerce; the growing dis- 
parities between law and justice and between 
truth and religion; the corruption in politics 
—allthese are as branches and fruit of the 
deadly tree, money. There is one way, and 
one only, to get rid of all these evils and re- 
generate society, and that is to abolish money 
—not partially, as Mr. Bellamy proposes, by 
substituting another kind of money, 
or money in another form—but abso- 
lutely and . nationally, through one 
mighty vote of the whole people | 
ofthese United States, substituting, for the | 
present law of exchange, the law of distribu- 
tion, based upon each one’s needs and the 
amount that may be distributed. Society will 
then be conducted on the principles laid down 
by Christin His teachings and by the best 
writers and thinkers of all ages. 

The people will then become thoroughly or- 
ganized, and will hold the reins of govern- 
ment now held by the politicians. There will 
be no rich and idle, but all will be re- 
quired to work as the people themselves 
shall direct. Hoursof labor will be greatly 
reduced, yet production will so increase that 
not only may every individual want be grati- 
fled, but the United States will become the 
wealthiest and the greatest exporter in all 
the family of the nations—poverty, injustice, 
crime, will disappear together. We shall be- 


come Christians in reality, and not, as now," 


in name only. 

These results can only be achieved by edu- 
catSng the masses to see and appreciate the 
truth and practicability of this social revolu- 
tion—sowing to-day the seed that may germl- 
nate in the coming generations.

_A PARALLEL CASE. 


RUMORS OF THE LINE OF DEFENSE OF 
CHABLES F. VAIL. 


The Trial Op ens on Monday, and a Similar 
Case, Ending in a Husband’s Acquittal, 
May Affect Its Result—Prosecution and 
Defense Interviewed. 


The case of the State against Chas. F. Vail, 
charged with wife murder, is set fortrial in 
the St. Louis Criminal Court next Monday. It 
has been twice postponed, once at the in- 
stance of the prosecution andagain at that 
of the defense, but it is reasonably certain 
that this time the trial will be allowed to 
proceed and that the famous tragedy of Old 
Monroe, in all its sensational details, will be 
told as it has never been told before, and that 
another, almost the final, chapter of the 
strange story will be added to the history of 
the case as it stands at the present tinie. 
With the near approach of the date set for 
the trial public interest in the _ Vail 
case has again arisen, a by Mon- 
day morning next be at 
feverheat. The impending trial possesses 
a@ peculiar fascination for the public, owing 
both to the nature of the crime with which 
Vail is charged, and to the fact that itis be- 
lieved there will be startling developments 
and unexpected changes of front during the 
conduct of the trial which will add largely to 
its sensational features. As to what these 
developments will be there is a variety of 
conjecture, some of which claims to be based 
on reliable indirect information as to the 
plans of the lawyers engaged in the case. 

A STARTLING PARALLEL CASE. 

It is said that the story of the killing of 
young Mrs. Vail by her husband, with many 
of the features preceding that tragic event 
and forming achain of circumstantial evi- 
dence, against which the defense will have to 
contend during the approaching trial, has 
its duplicate already in criminal annals and 
that this strangely similar case, which 
finally ended in the  =tnnocence of 
a husband accused of wife-murder be- 
ing clearly established, will be used 
before the jury inthe most ‘effective manner 
throughout the entire trial. The case in 
question is described as being almost marvel- 
ously like the Vailcasein the nature of the 
killing, the insurance features which, caused 
suspicion to fix upon the husband, and also 
in minor details which will make its story, as 
told in the court-room and contrasted step by 
step with that ofthe killingof Mrs. Vail at 
Old Monroe by her husband, a most dramatic 
episode of the trial. Opening, as it is 
said to open, with the most threatening, 
weight of circumstantial evidence bearing’ 
against the husband, continuing with the 
sweeping away of that evidence by proven 
fact, and closing with the acquittal of the 
husband, the effect of sucha parallel case 
upon the minds of the jurors before whom 
Vail is to be tried for his life could not fall to 
be of material benefit to the prisoner. But 
what the case is that the defense is said 
to hold “for this dramatic purpose 
is not known; and if either the defense or 
prosecution are aware of such a remarkable 
precedent in criminal annals they decline to 
discuss it on the eve of the trial. 

CHAS. P. JOHNSON TALKS. 

Gov. Chas. P. Johnson, who will conduct 
the prosecution of Vail, was seen this morn- 
ing by a PostT-DISPATCH reporter and asked as 
to the probable existence of such a similar 
case, ending in the acquittal of the accused. 

**Tdo not know ofany case so strongly re- 
sembling the Vail case that it could be used 
in such an effective manner,’’, said Gov. 
Johnson, ‘‘though what the defense may 
have found or what they may be depending 
on, Icannot say, of course. Ithink the case 
will be tried this time. It has been twice 
postponed already, and there should be no 
reason for either side being unprepared now. 
I think the trial will consume at least a week’s 
time. There will bea host of witnesses, and 
the examinations will doubtless be very 
searching and close.’’ i 

MARSHALL F. M’DONALD RETICENT. 

Marshall F. McDonald, the leader of the de- 
fense, was then seen. Mr. McDonald listened 
to the story of the ‘‘parallel case’’ with one 
of his peculiar smiles, and at its conclusion 
said 

vie ‘must decline positively to discuss the de- 
fense of this case in any particular. It would 
be exceedingly foolish in me to state what we 
did or did not intend to use in our client’s be- 
half during thetrial. I might have fifty such 
cases as that you mention, which I could use 
before a jury, but I certainly should not at 
this time declare my intention of using them. 
So faras we are concerned, the case will be 
tried, beginning Monday next. I shallcall 
the prosecution’s hand at once, and it will be 
a case of show-down from the start.’’ 

The testimony of the negro, Cy Mitchell, as 
to his dealings with Vail before the killing of 
Mrs. Vail, which, as it stands so far, 
is most damaging tothe accused husband, 
will, itis said, be attacked by the defense 
with all the flerceness and vigor possible in 
an endeavor to discredit the witness. It is 
more than likely that one of the hottest legal

An Undertaking Which Will Take Two 
Years to Finish—How the New Basins 
Will Be Used—Improved Service for 
Public Institutions. 


A contract will be entered into next Friday 
by the Board of Public Improvements and the 
Heman Construction Co. for $690,000 worth of 
settling basins. These basins will be four in 
number and will serve the purpose of storing 
water until a fairamount of the sediment 
it contains has settled. Thereis a mistaken 
impression generally held by the water drink- 
ing public that the Chain of Rocks Water 
Works were started for the purpose of getting 
water from the Mississippi, instead 
of the Missouri and that the 
works were put way up the river to 
get the Mississippi water before it was well 
mixed with that of the muddy Missouri. This 
is a wrong impression, The water which will 
pass through the new pumps into the new 
basins and down the new conduit will be Mis- 
souri water, differinginonly one particular 
from that now used, and that is that 
it will not contain the drainage 
from the whole of North Sst. Louis. 
The four new basins, each as large as a base 
ball park, will have a far greater capacity 
than those now in use, and consequently the 
settling process can be carried on for a 
longer time with each relay of water. These 
great lakes of water will be used in rotation, 
and in the same order cleaned, scrubbed 
and prepared for another turn in service. 
Last year in the old basins the sediment de- 
posited in the course of the settling,if divided 
equally between the 460,000 inhabitants of this 
city, each one would have enough rich black 
mud to filla large vinegar barrel and have 
half a barrelover. In the new basins there 
will be enough sediment to supply each inhab- 
itant with about three barrels of muda year. 
The method of operating these huge tanks 
is simple and interesting. They will be built 
along in high ground, just east of the Colum- 
bia bottom road at the Chain of Rocks, where 
the house numbers runto 10,000. The water 
will pass along a sluice or way on the west, 
and be let into the basins by gates which can 
be opened or closed as the engineers 
see fit. It is let out by similar 
gates on the east which let directly into the 
conduit which takes the settled water down 
to the high service works at Bissell’s Point. 
When a basin has been emptied to a point 
almost down to the sediment level the gate to 
the conduit is closed and the one ietting into 
the river drain is opened. A powerful stream 
of water is turned into the  0basin, 
and the deposit of Mud all the way 
from a foot to two feet in depth is washed 
into the river and the basin is again ready for 
settling more water. 

It will take two years to Duild these basins 
and by the time work is well under waya 
small sized community of masons, diggers 
and other workmen will have sprung up. 


Sympathy Not Sufficient. 


City Counselor Bell, in speaking of the 
anti-pool bill, said this morning: ‘‘I see that 
a great many of the citizens of St. Louis have 
expressed themselves as being in sympathy 
with the measure to abolish pool selling, but 
their sympathy ts not sufficient. The bill will 
come up before the committee next Tuesday, 
and if that bill is to be favorably reported it 
is absolutely necessary thata representative 
body from this city should be there to urge its 
passage. A delegation should be selected 
without delay and sent to Jefferson City to 
use its eloquence and influence in securing the 
abolition of one of the worst evils this city is 
subjected to. To eradicate this evil it is 
necessary to act and act immediately, and no 
half measures will answer.’’ 

The bill provides for the entire abolition of 
pool selling throughout the State, and it is 
understood that a strong opposition will be 
presented by the men interested in the busi- 
ness. 


Improved Service for Public Institutions. 


The plans for a very serviceable system 
of heating the public institutions have 
been completed by Engineer McNulty. 
For some time past the service at the 
Insane Asylum, Poor-house and Female 
Hospital, in both water and heating, has 
been bad. The plants at these institutions 
have been patched and repaired until they 
have become a sorry looking outfit. Each 
place has had to maintain its own system and 
its own force of engineers and fire- 
men. After looking over the ground 
Mr. McNulty has laid out aie system 
which consolidates the three institutions. At 
a convenient point in the Insane Asylum 
grounds a pump-house and heating station 
will be built. From this three conduits or 
tunnels will be run which will carry water 
and heat and also electricity for the 
lights. One corps of engineers’ will 
be sufficient to operate the whole 
system anda better water distribution will 
be had. The water station is secondary to 
the city works as the ground Is so high there 
that the pressure is not sufficient. The first 
cost will. be a little more than would be 
needed for repairs, but the saving in opera- 
tion will be great neaganl to justify the ex- 
pense.

The 
Preferred Mutual policy was issued Aug. M4, 
1889, the “United States Mutual Accident on 
Aug. 20, 1889. Both were for the benefit of 
Charles F. Vail, whois now in jailawaiting 
trial for the murder of his wife. He shot her 
Feb. 10, 1890, and she died the next day. On 
Feb. 26, 1890, Vail assigned all his right, title 
and interest inthe policies to Julian Laugh- 
lin, who made the proof of death. On 
Jan. 15, 1891, Laughlin assigned and trans- 
ferred to James Brooks Johnson, the plain- 
tiff, all of his right, title and interest in the 
policies,on which he now seeks to enforce 
payment. The companies have denied Iia- 
bility under the policies.

Numbering Houses in the Country. 
From the Indianapolis News, | 
The Contra Costa or ten-block plan of num- 
bering country roads is attracting considera- 
ble attention. The system was developed by 
Mr. A. L. Bancroft, the San Francisco pub- 
lisher, while laying out his fruit farm in Ccn- 
tra Costa County, Cal. The object is to fur- 
nish road names, locate houses, and publish 
a county directory. Thescheme is to name 
the road, just as a street is named in the city, 
and to divide every mile into ten equal parts 
or imaginary blocks, which have only front- 
age, not depth or thickness. Two numbers 
are assigned to each block, the eyen ones on 
the right,the odd ones on the left,Each house 
located in a block has the number of the 
block. These blocks indicate distances from 
the commencement of .the road, which 
can be calculated almost instantly. The num- 
bers, placed at the beginning of each biock, 
answer the purpose of mile*stones. With this 
system established in a county, distances can 
be accurately ascertained and, with a little 
road map, the traveler can findany house in 
the county. The final outcome of all this 
might be the establishment of a country 
postal delivery, such as they have in En- 
gland. ‘ 


Taxing Corporate Wealth. 
From Gov. Pattison's Inaugural. 

The State tax on corporations fills all the 
requirements ofa subject for taxation that 
can be uniformly assessed upon established 
standards of valuation and which can be 
cheaply collected. The machinery for its 
assessment is simple and the cost of its col- 
leetion is nominal. Corporate wealth is 
purely a creation of the State and fitly bears 
the burden of its expenses. But since this 
and the collateral inheritance tax together 
produce ample revenues for the State ex- 
penses, I suggest that the revenue law be so 
changed that the State remit to the counties 
all other taxes and license charges now levied 
by it.

TRACKS TO BE EXEMPTED.

Senator Miller’s Bill to Improve the Blind 
Asylum in §t. Louis—The St. Louis

JEFFERSON OITy, Mo., Jan. 28.—Bills to 
abolish the pool-rooms continue to come into 
the Assembly. Senator Espenschied this 
morning introduced an act which he considers 
a good substitute for the several measures 
now pending before the Criminal) Jurispry- 
dence Committee of that bady. Senator Es- 
pencheid’s bill ig prepared with a yiew to ex- 
cepting the race tracks and Fair Grounds of 
the State from its provisions. It sets forth 
that no structure for book wmak- 
ing and pool selling shall be 
located within 100 feet of any other building, 
public or private, and that buildings for such 
purposes shall be open to light and air on 
three sides, The penalty for @ violation of 
ite provisions isa fine not to exceed $1,000, 
The passage of the bi]l will wipe out ‘‘pool 
alley’’ in St. Louis, . 

Senator Espenschied also Introduced q bill 
to settle a dispute between the St. Louis 
School Bhard and William Glasgow, Jr., one 
of the three commissioners appointeda num- 
ber of years since in the matter of the School 
Board property in Peter Lindell’s addition, 
north of McPherson avenue, The title of the 
property then was not clear but has since 
been settled in favor af the 
board. The Sehool rad wants to 
retain the property while Glasgow, in his ca- 
pacity as Cammissioner, wants to sell jt and 
make an accounting. A bill on the same gub- 
ject was passed in 1879 but was declared In- 
operative on account of a technical error. 

Senator Miller of St. Louls wants a better 
building for the Missouri Blind = Asy- 
lum than the i structure at Nine- 
teenth and Morgan streets, §&t. Louis, 
now used for that purpose. He 
introduced a resolution this morning asking 
the Committee on Public Buildings to visit 
St, Loulsand investigate the needs of the 
Asylum, 

Senator Cochran of St. Joseph intradyuced a 
resolution denouncing the force bill and to 
refuse an appropriation for World’s Fair 
purposes inthe event of its passage. The 
resolution was laid over until to-morrow, 

IN THE HOUSE. 

The House has already passed a resolution 
of the same tenor, The House was in session 
nearly three hours to-day and spent most of 
the time debating Fogle'’s bill to compel mil- 
lers to put forty-nine pounds of flour in every 
half sack instead of forty-eight pounds ag is 
required in the present act. The bill finally 
went to engrossment. 

Representative Merwin introduced the bill 
changing the contract system at the peniten- 
tiary so as to shorten the terms of the con- 
tracts and to prohibit the letting of contracts 
at a less rate than 75 cents per day for each 
convict.

The street railway companies whieh employ 
electrib motors have laid stress on the claim 
they made when the bill was first 
presented that they could not operate their 
cars with underground wires. 
THE ANTI-POOL AND BOOKMAKING BILL. 

The Senate Committee on Criminal Juris- 
prudence has not yet deeided ona report on 
Stone’s anti-pool and bookmaking bill. The 
matter was given some consideration 
yesterday afternoon and at the 
request of Charles TT. Noland and 
others who appeared before the committee, 
it was laid over until next Tuesday. The bill 
inits present shape includes book-making 
and pool-selling in every respect, and a 
strong effortis being made to bave the race 
tracks and county fairs excepted. The st. 
Louis Fair Association wants the privilege of 
book-making and pool-selling on the track 
during race meetings, and similar re- 
quests are coming in from other 
quarters, The bill may. be amended 
so as toapply anly to the pool rooms which 
have, or claim to haye, telegraphic com- 
munication with race tracks in various parts 
ofthe country. The operators of the estahb- 
lishments in ‘‘Pool Alley,’’ St. Louls, are em- 
phatically opposed tothe bill, asits passage 
will cut them out of a lucrative business, at 
least so far as this State is concerned, anda 
howl of disapproval is expected from that 
quarter as soon as the .act comes up for 
passage.

THE NEW YORE STOCK EXCHANGE OB- 
JECTS TO SOME, 


The Missouri Pacific Bonds Engrayed by 
Gould & Sage’s Engraving Co, the 
Cause of a Spirited Controversy—The 
Magnate’s Threat, 


NEw YORK, Jan. 28,—The Times this morn- 
ing prints this; ‘‘The authorities of the New 
York Stock Exchange areinadilemma. Mr. 
Jay Gould is responsible for their unhappi- 
ness. They will hold an official session to- 
night, when they will try to solve their dif_l- 
culties, but they are likely to meet with some 
rather corpulent obstacles, Some months 
ago Mr. Gould, asthe controller of the Mis- 
souri Pacific Railway Co., issued $7,000,000 of 
collateral trust bonds. The certificates for 
these bonds were printed by an engraving 
eompany owned by Gould and Russell Sage. 
Mr, Sage owns more of the engraving com- 
pany stock than Mr. Gould does, The 
bonds were distributed more or less 
widely to purchasers whom Mr, Gould 
and Mr. Sage found, There was an applica- 
tion to the Stock Exchange to have the bonds 
put upon the regular dealinglistthere. Then 
came the collision between Mr. Gould and 
the Steck Exchange. The &tock Exchange 
List Committee did not like the appearance 
of the certificates. They held that they were 
net properly engraved. They refused to 
give the bonds an officia) quotation. Mr, 
Gould expressed great surprise at this inter- 
ference of the Stock Exchange, and he and 
the Exchange have been arguing with each 
other ever since. From time to time seraps 
of news concerning this disagreement have 
erept into the newspapers, but in no instance 
has there been published anything like a 
suggestion of what it has really amounted 
to, for it has been ofa good deal mere con- 
sequence than Wall street has popularly sup- 
posed. Uponthe decision of the Governors 
of the Stock Exchange to-night there depends 
a good deal of importance touching Mr. 
Gould's purposes and further relations with 
the Stock Exchange. He has even threatened 
to remove every security in which he is in- 
terested from the Stock Exchange lists. A 
few weeks ago Mr. Gould wrote a letter to the 
Stock Exchange which smacked a good deal 
of a lively campaign. 

MR. GOULD’S LETTER. 

Boiled down his epistle said: 

‘*While I have always enjoyed pleasant rela- 
tions with the Stock Exchange, and while I 
desire that such relations should continue in 
the future I still feel that it is my duty to 
withdraw wholly from relations with it un- 
Iebs it recants its recent heresies in objectin 
te my engraying company.’’ a 

He pointed out that something likea dozen 
of the most important securities dealt in on 
the Stock Exchange were Goyld securities, 
all of which, he stated, would be withdrawn 
from the Stock Exchange unless the Missouri 
Pacific bonds were accepted, acknowledged 
and appreved. This added a good deaj to 
the zest of life in official circles of the Stock 
Exchange fora while, though a little chill 
crept into the institution when it was learned 
—ag the officers had the opportunity to learn 
—that Mr. Gould was in conference with rep- 
resentatives of the ‘‘little’’ opposition Oon- 
solidated Stock Exchange and had practic- 
ally promised them that all the. Gould seeur- 
ities should be transferred tothem from the 
Stock Exchange unless the latter backed down 
from its declared position. 

This has awakened a great deal of enthus!- 
asm over on the Consolidated Exchange, 
where hints have been lately figating about 
touching a plece of ‘Wall street sensational- 
ism very close to development. But some how 
Mr. Gould’s more or less definite threats 
seemed chiefly to create a feeling of antagon- 
ism in the Stock Committee of the Stock Ex- 
change, apd a fortnignt orsoago he is sup- 
posed to have so far discovered and appre- 
clated this fact that he consented to with- 
draw his original threatening letter and re- 
place it with another communigation running 
substantially in this wise: 

: ANOTHER LETTER. 

**T am very sorry that the Missouri Pacific 
bonds have not heen engraved satisfactorily 
tothe Stock Exchange, I personally have 
intended to conform to all the Stock Ex- 
change’s requirements andam sincerely and 


|extremely sorry if we have inany way failed 


to comply with the strictest and minutest re- 
qguirements.’’ 7 

Then Mr. Gould proceeds torecite that the 
bonds are no longer in his hands, nor inthe 
control of the company; that they have 
passed intothe hands of investors in this 
country and Europe, and that it would be 
impossible farthe Missouri Pacific to recall 
them, Such action would, to some extent, 
excite the opposition if not the apprehension 
of holders. He has made ita rule, he ex- 
plains, always tolook outfirst ofall forthe 
interests of his security holders, and not to 
let anybody impose upan them. He is sorry 
if the bonds are so distributed asto he be- 
yond his control,andhe thinks that under 
the circumstances the Stock Exchange onght 
to grant aquotationto them, even though 
the certificates be not quite upto the ex- 
change’s technical requirements. ‘‘Sup- 
pase the bondholders should be 
asked to return their cer- 
tificates,’’ he says, finally, ‘‘the result 
might be thatone or two holders would re- 
fuse to comply, for,’’ he remarks sadly, 
‘*there are, you know,in this world some 
people who are impelled hy selfish motives, 
and who might, just for personal profit, insist 
upon putting obstacles In the way of carrying 
out the plan,’’ towhich he is favorably in- 
clined; and should but one or two withhold 
their bonds and insist upon retaining the 
present certificates rather than exchanging 
them forthe newer and improved ones, the 
result would’ be, he fears, that, with two 
kinds of certificates out, the bondholders 
might be entangled in the courts, inasmuch 
as the owners of the original certificates 
might insist that they hold a prior Hien and 
thus hurt the value of the substitut eertifi- 
eates. He does not think this would be right.

PIONS OF ETIQUETTE. 


whose Who Make the Most Clamor fora 


Preservation of the Code Said to Be 
the First Who Break It-—Petty Jegl- 
ousies Undexjying Apparently Noble 
Motives and Attempts to Censure. 


The St. Louts Medical Society has been agi: 
tated on occasions and at one time became so 
wrought up that a secession ‘occurred, but 
even that serious breach engendered no more 
feeling or commotion than did the resolutions 
introduced by Dr, Broome at the society meet- 
ing last Saturday night. The resolution 
Was a censure of a member without 
giving his name or allowing him 
an opportunity to defend himself. Dr. 
Broome took the position of a champion of 
the code of ethics, as a protector of the foun- 
dation and bulwark of the society. The or- 
ganization by its code, which prohibits the 
members from resorting to public print and 
advertising to establish a practice, 
may be = said to guarantee the 
public that among its members there will 
be found no quacks or men who seek to gain 
@ practice by other means than by their mer- 
its. : 

MUST KEEP STILL A LA KOCH. 

A member who performs a remarkable 
surgical operation or discovers a new method 
of treating a dfsease is expected under the 
code of ethics ta keep the facts to himself or 
enlighten only the fraternity of which he 
is a part, and to keep the _ public 
in ignorance, for should he make it generally 
known there would bea rush to his laboratory 
or office ta the loss of his fellow physicians. 
Very few discoveries are made in the medical 
world that do not reach the public press, and 
when once made public the discovery is gen- 
erally treated as the property of the people. 
Physicians are often reluctantly drawn into 
print and the ease of Dr. Bryson, an author- 
ity on ethics, f8 considered a ease in point. 
He is charged by inferenee with having 
rushed jnto public print in a scramble for no- 
toriety or the almighty dollar by giving the 
facts of anexperiment with Koch’s lymph, 
The charge is said by a number of phys!i- 
cians- to have begn inspired by the 
green-eyed monster and they smile at the 
pose taken by the member preferring the 
charge. The Committee on Ethics, to whom 
the charges were referred, hagas yet not 
called a meeting or considered: the resolu- 
tion, and it is said thatthe matter has gone 
as faras it will go or was intended by the 
member offering the resolution. 

When the meeting next Saturday night Is 
called to order several members will ask to 
hear the report of the committee, or if that is 
notto be had, then the resolution will be 
read. A point .of order will be raised, and 
this will probably lead to a  Iively 
discussion. From the tone of the 
remarks made by physicians, whoare mem- 
bers of the saciety, a debate onethics and 
personalities of exceeding interest may be 
looked for. 

DR. DEAN’S OPINION. 

Dr. D. V. Dean said this morning: ‘tI have 
read the code of ethies and find, as will any 
one who reads it, that it is in keep- 
ing with all the proprieties 
of a professional gentleman. It 
is hardly necessary toremind a physician of 
standing what are the proprieties, though he 
mar never have read the code. His instinct 
would teach him what Is right and wrong. 
I think thase who do the most talking about 
codes of ethics, you will find, are the first to 
violate them, and this applies to the: 
soldier as well as fraternities of pro- 
fessional: men. The man who its always 
talking about ‘conduct unbecoming a gentle- 
man’ isa man taking refuge behind a code. 
Those are the men who use the code as a 
cloak. I donot care to discuss this matter in 
public, as it only aggravates animosities that 
already exist and we ought instead totry and 
smooth matters over. Asto the violation of 
the eode in this ease l am not pre- 
pared to say anything. Newspaper 
men and those they get the news from are 
the only persons who know how things get 
into print, It is very mysterious indeed. 
Newspaper men, I suppose, . have friends 
among the medical fraternity with whom 
they are intimate, and in that way obtain the 
news of a great surgical operation or dis- 
covery and publishit. The other physicians 
‘who may have had an equally interesting 
case see the name mentioned, and the eharge 
is at once made that the other fellow is rush- 
ing into print. These petty jealousies are go- 
ing on all the time.’’ 


DR.G. A. KRERS’ VIEWS. 

Pr. George A. Krebs’ view of the resolution 
of Dr. Broome differs from that of any mem- 
ber of the Medical Society who has expressed 
an opinion, 

**I do not think that was a personal slap at 
Dr. Bryson,’ he said. ‘‘Dr. Broome isa stickler 
on the code and I am certain lives quite up to 
it. Hehastakenoccasion to call the atten- 
tion of the society, I think, tothe existence 
of the code and the actions of some members 
who do not seem to be aware of its 
existence. The attack was not personal, 
Jam sure. The publicity given some physi- 
clans is becoming greater all the time and: 
this resolutionisg but a call to halt. There 
are very few physicians who can live up to 
the code, as it almost placesa man who will 
follow it out of the work. The 
society was not formed to get up a 
code anyhow. It was organized for 
the purpose of getting the medical men to- 
gether on occasions and discussing subjects 
of interest and value tothe profession. That 
isan object sufficient .to sustain a society, 
but other matters have crept in until .the 
hand of the politician canbe seen manipu+ 
lating, as there is a display on every 
occasion of the society meeting of petty 
jealousies. I must give. Dr. Broome 
the credit of not haying made a personal at- 
tack in this matter on Dr. Bryson,as I believe 
he intended it fer all offenders. Dr, Bernays 
was suspended from the society without a 
hearing forless than many Offenses against 
the code which have. been perpetrated 
lately.’’ 

, DR. I, ¥. LOVE. 

Dr. I. N. Loye, a prominent dnd Influential 
member of the society, when asked what he 
thought of the resolution of Dr. Brown to 
censure a member for making public his ex- 
periments with Koch lymph, declined to say 
mare wil on the subject. 

‘It will come up ip our meeting,’’ he said 

‘‘andido not care to go on record until 
then.’’ 

**Does a physician violate this tron-bound 
code of ethics by unwillingly getting his name 
in the papers?’’ was asked. 

‘Of course not. These who consider it 
know that a physician attains prominence as 
other men in other professions do, and «their 
acts and deings are noted by the 
public. They become public men and must 
be subjectto public notice. When I wasa 
young man Iwas a championof the code, 
and always onthe lookout for a yindieation 
ofit. Like ail young doctors I was full of it. 
I hayeas much as I can do now without 
busying myself about cades or ethics, and I 
think I observe them just as well. The cade

3 snidkaniel man ‘seabee enemies by 
being successful. This is true in every line of 
business, yet when there is a spat in the med- 

ical society it is noised about as a sensational 
affair, Lawyers fight and throw bottles at one 
another, ministers have their controversies, 
some members of the Merchants’ Exchange 
take leave of their senses and raise dust, 
but no particular importance is attached to 
these rows. Let two physicians come to- 
gether, however, and then we have a big 
sensation,’’ 

‘*I cannot believe there is any malice or ill 
feeling in Dr. Broome’s resolution. It was 
made with a purpose other than that which 
appears on the surface, but this is only sur- 
mise. The results will show.’’ 

THE CODE OF ETHICS. 

The much talkedof, frequently violated, 
and intricate code of ethics, is as long as the 
moral law and covers about the same 
grounds, Itis divided into three parts; the 
duties of physicians to each other, to their 
patients and to the public, It regulates 
the size of the doctor’s door-plate, 


the style of his carriage, the wording of his }. 


business card and the style of bushel he must 
hide his light under. He is taught under 
the code to bear maligning from his patients 
and say naught. The ailments of his patients 
should -be locked and kept as 6@- 
cretly in his breast as though 
they were never known. If he is 
compelled to move from his old stand his pa- 
tients may only learn this years after when 
they cali there, as the code forbids any notice 
of aremoyal. Advertising, according to the 
code, is confined to quacks and must not 
be practiced. Doctors must not attempt 
to treat one another’s patients without per- 
mission, nor should they comment upon the 
treatment. They must be ready and willing 
to serve their brother physician when sick, 
to attend his family or patients, and ask no 
compensation for his services. 

On the question of a physician’s relations 
to the public or the community, opinions dif- 
fer. The code says the physician is 
a citizen, a guardian of health and 
morals inthe community in which he lives, 
ever ready to help bear the burdens, to give 
counsel especially on subjects of legal medil- 
cine and public hygiene, and enlighten the 
public generally on what is good or what is 
not good for its health. The code has not a 
word on newspapers or interviews.

A MECHANICS’ TRAINING SCHOOL. 


Great Interest in the Bill to Establish Such 
an Institution. 

Great interest is heing manifested in the 
bill now before the Legislature, providing for 
the establishing of a mechanics’ training 
school, to be run at the expense of the State. 
The Mechanics’ Exchangeis solidly for the 
scheme, andthe Merchants’ Exchange Is ex- 

ected to take favarable action within a few 

ays, The matter has been referred to them 
for consideration, and there is little doubt of 
a favorablé action. 

Messrs, J. H. Daues, P. Mulcahy and Henry 
Feurbach leave on Thursday of this week to 
boom the measure in Jefferson City. They 
fear the Farmers’ Alliance men will yote 
against the measure when it comes up, from 
a misunderstanding of its provisions. The 
foliowing letter, written by Mr. P. 8. Ittner 
to Senator J. C. McGinness, is a good sample 
of the many communications being written 
to this gentleman: 

Mr. Henry Feurbach, a member of the Mechanics’ 
Exchange, got up a memorial to tour State authori- 
ties, which was passed. It asks that a mechanics’ 
school be instituted at the expense of the State. The 
provisions of the bill may be modified to suit the cir- 
cumstances, but I think the point that such a school 
should be established is an eminently 
just requirement. The changes of the 
times demand ity as the mode of ap- 
prenticeship at trades virtually shuts out many from 
learning trades wha want te doso. Public policy 
requires that restrictions in the business of a country 
be cirrumstaneced, The State provides schooling to 
its children het¢ause it says that to educate them is 
for the public good. The education thatis given 
them now is of the head. Let head and hands be 
combined in the education of those who desire itin 
that’ way, and the benefit to those so educated 
would be two-fold; besides being 4 great 
benefit te all the peaple of the State. I thus write 
to you. hoping you will see the need of action in this 
direction. Itis a demand of the times and we cannot 
go backwards, and the sooner we have this reform in 
seme af our educational methods the befter for the 
entire people. 

There seems to be little opposition to the 
measure and therefore a strong probability 
that it will pass. The Mechanics’ Exchange 
is particularly interested in the success of 
the project and- nothing contrarawise has 
yet been heard from the workmen. Should 
the latter not oppose the measure there is no 
doubt of its passage. 


IT WAS AN ATTEMPT TO ROB, 


Judge FPollard’s View of an Assault on 
Jehn Hoffman, 

Acting Judge Jeff Pollard, inthe First Dis- 
trict Police Court,this morning imposed upon 
Fred Witte and Richard Hack a fine of $100 
and costs each. The defendants were on trial 
on the charge of disturbing the peace. 

About.12:30 o’clock on the morning of the 
26th inst. John Hoffman was passing along 
Sixth streeton his way home. As he passed 
the alley between Clark avenue and Elm 
street two men dashed out and seized him by 
the collar. As he was dragged into the pass- 
age one of the men struck Hoffman oan the 
side of the head, presumably with some blunt 
instrument, as the skin was cut, a 


large lump raised and the victim rendered; 


unconscious. Officers Hear, Heath and 
Duncan had seen the assault from a distance, 
however, and were on the scene as Hoffman 
was being pulled into a dark corner. His 
assailants, Fred Witte and Richard Hack, 
were arrested. Hack’s hand was found to be 
cevered with blood. To-day Hoffman swore 
that\he had seen Witte strike him hefore he 
became unconscious. Judge Pollard thought 
that jan aggravated case of assault, with in- 
tent of robbery apparent, had been 
shown, and fined the defendants accordingly. 
Hack is a most notorious character. He is 


the son of the bondswomaan, Christiana Burk- 


hardt, and was shot through the head by his 
stepfather about three months ago, at the 
time'the latter: shot his wife through the 
cheek and breast and ended his own days by 
sendinga ballinto his brain. The woman 
and her son both recovered from what were 
at first considered fatal wounds.

THE WORD “FAMILY.” 


Miss Dodge’s Argument Before the Su- 
preme Court of Massachusetts. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 28.—The full berich of 
the Supreme Court heard a novel case yester- 
day, and then retired to determine the strict 
meaning of the word ‘‘family.’’ The princi- 
pal argument was presented by a pretty, 
bright-eyed little woman, who did not pre- 
tend to know anything about law, but she 
was well posted as to her cause, for she was 
the plaintiff. She was Miss Caroline E, Dodge 
of Altenboro, and she wants to deadhead 
it over the Boston & Providence Division of 
the Old Colony Railway during the rest of her 
life. She declared thatin 1833 the Boston & 
Providence Railroad took a certain parcel of 
land belonging to her grandfather, J. C. 
Dodge, then of Altenboro; that by a vote of 
the directors ofthe railroadin 1837 the cor- 
poration accepted the debt of the lands and 
gave in consideration a ‘‘free ticket to J. C. 
Dodge and-fam ily.’’ The plaintiff claims that 
the words ‘‘and fariily’’ entitle her as 
granddaughter of J. ©. Dodge to a free 
passage for life. The defendants say 
that the word ‘‘family’’ only referred 
to those who lived in the immediate family 
of J. C. Dodge, and that the plaintiff never 
lived in his immediate family. Miss Dodge 
spoke in a full, clear voice, and although in 
her opening remarks she became entangled 
in the meshes of the legal net in which she 
found herself, she was courteously helped 
along by Chief Justice Field. Thencefor- 
ward it was smooth sailing. She quoted 
from the Old Testament, from old English 
authorities and dictionaries to prove that 
the term ‘‘and family’’ applied to the de- 
scendants of a person, and made an extended 
argument in support of her claim.

Then 
he announced that he had sold his horses, 
every one. There was nothing else for him 
todo. Afteratime Mrs. McGuigan tried to 
enter the same horses under her name In the 
spring races, and the officials very naturally 
decided her ineligible.’’

Jim Corbett very properly laughs at the 
challenge of big Joe McAuliffe to fight him. 
The young man says he does not consider the 
California giant in his class and thinks it will 
be time enough to fight defeated men when 
he has been vanquished himself.
